Large yields d? radishes can be 
had from the muck soil; none are 
grown in the Everglades commer- 
ialy but a train load of 27 cars 
£ radishes was shipped one day 
n March from the Nueces River 
alley of Texas. 

In the present season 913 cars 
of vegetables were shipped from 
the Laredo district in another part 
of Texas; made up of anise, par- 
sley, spinach, rape and onion 
plants, all of which can be grown 
in the Everglades but mone of 
which is grown here commercially. 

Because their land [s put to use 
and planted to fruits and vegeta- 
bles that withstand frost, growers 
in the Lower Río Grande Valley 
this season are selling $18,000,000 
worth of produce, an increase of 
$7,000,000 over the usual returns. 
‘That region is shipping 30,000 cars, 
which is ten times as many cars 
as ever rolled from the entire Lake 
Okeechobee region and the upper 
Everglades. Even without a tariff, 
th growers in the Lower Rio 
Grande Valley are shipping 5,000 

rs more than were shipped last 

ar. 

When the train of 27 solid cars 
of radishes rolled from the Texas 

‘point each car of the train was 

ded with 752 crates and each 
crate contained 100 bunches of 15 
radishes. The car that went to 
Montreal, Canada, sold at $3.75 & 
crate and a car that went to Phil- 
adelphia brought $3.15 a crate.

Now when Lake Okeechobee is 
higher than it was at the corre- 
sponding date last year and 
fully a foot higher than it was 
in the flood year of 1928, and witi 
rainfall heavier than usual at this 
season, objection is being made at 
Stuart to the manner in which St. 
Lucie canal is regulated for di 
charge of lake water. St. Lucie 
canal is theoretically the control 
canal for the lake. The objection 
at Stuart to the discharge from 
St. Lucie canal was that it injured 
the fishing industry by discharg- 
ing silt and toxic matter. 

Figures complled from reports

A new sugar cane tonnage fig- 
ure, based on a per month yield 
was established at Canal . Point 
this week when nine months old 
sugar cane on a field in that area 
showed a yleld of 67 tons per 
acre. Figured on the basis of nine 
months of growth, the 67 ton yield 
established a yield rate of eight 
tons per month which is acknowl- 
edged as a record yield in the 
sugar industry. Although yields as 
high as 65 tons per acre are re- 
called in some sugar countries, 
capt-reaching this yield required 
frém 18 to 24 months to mature 
as compared with the nine months 
maturity of the Canal Point'cane 
on the Southern Sugar Company 
plantations. 

Sugar cane in the Clewiston di- 
vision of the sugar company has 
also shown a high yield and while 
40 tons per acre is accepted as 
average, yields in this section have 
repeatedly run as high at 55 and 
60 tons per.acre on first year cane.

The real estate boom per 
lot of people in Florida that they 
can imagine themselves rich, and 
the stock market boom showed a 
lot of people that they can imag- 
ine themselves rich, but the real 
estate boom collapsed and left a 
lot of people poorer than they 
were before, and the stock market 
ollapsed with the same result. 
Therefore the warning now to 
farmers in the Everglades: Don't 
count on the tariff on vegetables 
making you rich; the idea of bene- 
fits from the tariff is going to col- 
lapse like the idea of getting rich 
from real estate speculation and 
stock market speculation, and 
where wil you be then? 

If congress puts the flood con- 
trol bill through that will mean 
mage taxes on the lands in Okee- 
choBee Flood Control District, for 
the district is the "local interest" 
that must co-operate. That is the 
fly in the ointment. If your drain- 
age taxes are too high now, they 
will be bigher in the future. The 
course i» plain: Don't own any 
more land than you can use, use 
all the land you have; sell any 
land you are not using and apply 
the money for the purchase of 
pumps and motors to keep the 
water off of your own field. Don't 
put all your eggs in one basket; 
don't be greedy and trust to “hit- 
ting” a high market; get back in- 
to the portion of the sawgrass dis-
